FHA Housing 
Program for 
Elderly Eased

FHA now has authority to op­ 
erate a new broader housing-for- 
the-elderly program, *

Like all FHA program*, thli 
one depends upon a strong part- 
ership between private enterprise 
and the FHA.

The new program extend* 
benefits for elderly persons, 82 
or older.

Tt permits a higher maximum 
loan ratio for non-profit spon­ 
sors than the old program die 
  100 percent of replacement 
coat on new construction and 10*0 
percent of value on existing con­ 
struction. For profit - making 
sponsors, the ratios under the 
new program are 90 percent.

Limitation for a 1 1 sponsors 
are $9000 for garden-type pro­ 
jects, $9400 for elevator-type. An 
additional amount per room is 
allowed up to $1250 In certain 
areas.

The maximum interest rate is 
5V4 percent. This does not pre­ 
clude the possibility obtaining a 
lower rate.

L A. Tax Check

Los Angeles County took a 
$13,113,829.10 check Thursday as 
the first installment of Southern 
California Edison Company's lo­ 
cal property taxes for 1959-00.

Kdt'son district manager G. L. 
Blanrhard said1 the payment is 
one of the largest in this county.

This first installment of the 
utility's local ad-valorem taxes 
is one of two; the second will be 
paid on April 10, bringing the 
total tax payment to $19,040,- 
550.99.

Blanchard said the electric 
company's 1959-60 tax bill for 
the 13 counties in Central and 
Southern California is $35,197,- 
779.75, an increase of 12.3 per­ 
cent over the previous year.

The utility's annual bill has 
increased 222 percent since the 
1950-51 tax year. Today, 29 rents 
of every revenue dollar received 
by Edi.son goes for payment of 
local, state, and federal taxes, 
Blanchard concluded.
